A BRIDGETON, MO., TRAGEDY. 


Missouri has been the scene of another lynching 
matinee. The matinee terminated disastrously for 
the leaders in the lynching party and the gun, so to 
speak, kicked or went off at the wrong end. 

All of that portion of the country surrounding 





GOING TO THE LYNCHING. 


Bridgeton, thirteen miles from St. Louis, Mo., isin a 
great state of excitement over a terrible tragedy that 
occurred there recently. Bridgeton is a thriving town 
on the Wabash railroad, and no family is more respect- 
ed throughout the whole county than that of William 
Amelung, a well-to-do farmer. Mr. Amelung has four 
sons, John, William, Fdward and Frank, brawny boys 
all, anda pretty sixteen-year-old daughter, Christine 
by name, all of whom resided on the farm. 

Some time ago Farmer Ameluny had in his employ a 
stalwart colored man named Taylor Pointer, who has 
recently been a farmhaniin that locality, and Taylor 
and Miss Christine were the immediate cause of the 
tragedy. 

Taylor, itis said, had been about the country ma- 
ligning Miss Christine and hinting that she was not

what she ought to be, and that he had personal knowl- 
edge of the fact. These storiescame to the ears of the 
girl’s brothers, and they were, naturally enough, in- 
censed. They held a consultation, to which their 
brothers-in-law, Hugo, Otto, Christ and Herman, were 
invited. The result of the meeting was that the men 
determined upon extreme measures, vowing that they 
would teach Pointer a lesson that he would never for- 
get. With this end in view, and accompanied by other 
friends, they started out to find Pointer. 


After the party had been made up the neighborhood -

became greatly excited and the hotter-headed neigh- 
bors joined in and threatened that if Pointer were met 
on the way, they would take a hand in and relieve the 
Amelungs of all responsibility in the matter. Luckily 
-Pointer was not encountered, and soon the Amelung 
party distanced their enraged associates and proceed: 
ed on their way to attend to the punishment of the 
negro themselves. 

Their first call was made at the house of Mr. Creed 
Hall. The main body surrounded the house to prevent 
the escape of their victim, whom - they supposed was 
inside, while one of the Asmus boys and a man by the 
name of Miller entered the yard of the house, knocked 
at the door, and asked for Pointer. Gibson Wright, 
who was in the room, answered that Pointer was not 
there, but had gone up to Ralph Bivens’ house, about 
a mile east of Bridgeton. The crowd then left the 
house and returned to a saloon, where, after holding a 
short consultation, they got into their wagons and 
drove off in the direction of Bivens’ house. 

«Pointer had gone to Mr. Bivens’ house in company 
with Elder R. H. Hunt, on a visit to Miss Amanda 
Bivens, Ralph’s daughter, who has been confined to 











her bed for the past four months with dropsy and was 
not expected to live. They arrived at the house about 
10:30 o’clock A. M., and had been there about an hour 
when Mr. Bivens’ little boy went in and told Pointer 
that there were some men outside who wanted to see 
him. Mr. Bivens went to the door and was confronted 
by Herman Otto Asmus, who demanded to see Pointer, 
and saying that they wanted to arrest him. The loud 
talk at the door attracted the attention of all in the 
house, and Elder Hunt went to the door and asked the 
men if they had a warrant for Pointer, and upon what 
charge they wanted to arreat him. The men refused

to answer these questions, saying that they intended 
to have Pointer out of the house, and threatened to 
kill him if he did not come out. Bivens pleaded with 
them not to raise a disturbance in his house, as his 
daughter was very low, and told them they had no 
right to enter his house without a warrant. 

Herman Asmus rushed by him into the house, say- 


ing: ‘‘Thisis warrant enough for me,” and leveling: 


his pistol at Pointer’s head, commanded him to hold 
up his hands. Pointer asked Asmus what he had done. 
and told him that if he had a warrant for him he would 
go with him. 

In a frenzy of excitement Mrs. Bivens seized the 
shotgun, which hung on the wall, but was too excited 
to use it. At this moment Otto Asmus rushed in the 
door and seized the gun which Mrs. Bivens held, her 
son, Sam Bivens, came to her relief,anda desperate 
struggle ensued for the possession of the gun. In the 
meantime two more men, Bill and John Amelung, 
entered and seized Pointer, who endeavored to defend 
himself, when Otto Asmus struck him on the head 
with his pistol, and Herman struck him with a chair

and knocked him against the stove. As Pointer fell he 
grabbed a flat-iron, and, when he got up, made at his 
assailants, struck Herman on the head with the article 
and they all ran out into the yard. Herman and his 
companions then began firing through the door, one 
ball passing through the panel of the door, just a few 
inches above the bed in which the sick girl lay, and 
imbedded itself in the opposite wall. 

Finding that they could not effect an entrance from 
the front, the assailants went around to the rear of 
the house. 

The frightened women had retired to the kitchen for 
safety, and hearing the screams of Mrs. Bivens, 
Pointer picked up the shotgun which lay on the bed 
and ran in that direction, just in time to see Otto Asmus 
at the door with his pistolin his hand. He emptied 
thé contents of the shotgun full in his face, and he 
staggered back a few steps from the door and fell for- 
ward on his face. Otto’s friends, several of whom had 
concealed themselves behind a straw-rick west of the 
house up to this time, now came up and placed the 
wounded man in a wagon and drove to the residence 
of Dr. Wm. Heidorn, where his wounds were dressed, 
Pointer escaped to Bridgeton, where he told his 
friends what had happened, and was advised by Mr. 
Augustus Phoenix to surrender to the sheriff, which 
he agreed to do. Mr.- Phoenix then telegraphed at 
once to Sheriff Dosenbach what had occurred, and that 
Pointer had surrendered and was waiting his arrival. 
In the meantime Mr. George Heidorn, the ex-county 
treasurer, offered his services to take Pointer to Clay- 
ton, asit was feared by some that a second attack 
might be made upon him. The offer was acceptedand 
the party set out for Clayton, arriving there at 4 
o'clock P. M. Dr. Castor dressed the prisoner’s 
wounds, and he was assigned a cell in jail to awaita 
hearing before Justice Baber. He was accompanied by 
Mr. Bivens, who filed an information against Otto and 
Herman Asmus and Bill and John Amelung. - ¥ 

A large crowd gathered at Dr. Heidorn’s oftice, where 
the wounded nian was taken, and considerable excite- 
ment prevailed throughout the little town. The shoot- 
ing was the all-absorbing topic of conversation every- 





where. The gun was loaded with No. 8 shot, the entire 
contents of which were emytied into the woynded 
man’s face, which is literally peppered from the 
mouth to the edge of the hair, both eyes being shot 
out and the face terribly disfigured.

A MYSTERIOUS DEATH. 


Was Mrs. Liaie M McCoy, of Cin- 
cinnati, 0., Murdered ? 


THAT'S WHAT THE POLICE ASK. 


All Cincinnati is disturbed over the recent mysteri- 
ous death of Mrs. Lizzie McCoy. who was recently 
found dead in herroom at No. 14 East Sixth street. 
The deceased is a young woman of beautiful face and 
figure, and there is every indication that death came 
from no ordinary causes. Mrs. McCoy was a widow, 
who up till the death of her husband, a few years ago, 
lived at Richmond, Ind. Her home had formerly been 
in Cincinnati, and when her husband died she return- 
ed to that city. For along time she found work in 
various regtaurantsas cook housekeeperand waitress. 
her last place of employment in that capacity Benne 
been in a restaurant on Broadway. 

Christmas week Mrs. McCoy inserted an ‘disilaiei 
ment as housekeeper in a local paper, and received a 
reply from Mr. David Conlan, who, with three sons, 
occupies the third floor of a tenement at No. 14 East

Sixth street. She went to work there as housekeeper 


on Christmas Day. 


Up to the time of finding the body Mrs. McCoy at- 
tended faithfully to her work and gave entire satisfac- 
tion to her employer. She waa a woman of retiring 
disposition and seldom went out, although she pos- 
sessed an elegant wardrobe and had some valuable 
jewelry, among other things a pair of solitaire dia- 
mond ear-drops, weighing nearly a karat each, and a 
handsome ring set with three small diamonds. 

On the morning in question at 5:30 o’clock, as was 
her custom, Mrs. McCoy arose and built a fire in the 
kitchen, in which room she slept. She was heard at 
this work by Mr.Conlan. At 6 o’clock Mr. Conlan 
rapped on the door of her room, which adjoins his, 
and received a reply: 

“All right; I’m getting up.” 

As everything remained quiet,a few minutes later 
he rapped again, and got an answer the same as be- 
fore. The minutes passed, however, and as 7 o'clock 
neared Mr. Conlan’s three sons, impatient of the wait, 
went to their work breakfastless. By this time Mr. 
Conlan had become alarmed, and calling Mrs. Schoon- 
maker and Mrs. Igo, who live on the lower floors, he 
asked them totry and find out what was the matter 
with Lizzie. 

They found the door of her room locked, and the

bolt of the connecting door leading to Mr. Conlan’s 
room was taken off and the kitchen entered in that 
way. They found Mrs. McCoy writhing on the floor 
near her bed. She seemed in terrible distress, and was 
convulsively clutching her breast with both hands, as 
if there was located the seat of her pain. She was con- 
scious, however, and when her employer asked her 
what was the matter said nothing, and requested that 
no doctor be sent for. She was lifted onto the bed, 
but appeared to grow worse; finally, about 8:30 
o'clock, partly throwing herself out of bed in a spasm 
of pafn. Alarmed, Mr. Conlan again called up the 
neighbors, and himself went for medical aid. He met 
Dr. Brunning, his family physician, at Sixth and 
Broadway, and together they returned to the house, 
but they were too late, the woman was dead. 

- Her body was removed to the Morgue by a patrol 
wagon and the coroner notified, who, after a view of 
the remains, decided she died of heart disease, but as 
the PoLIcE GAZETTE goes to press he is holding a post- 
mortem. 

A sad feature in connection with Mrs. McCoy’s death 
was the arrival of her brother, John Hines, of Dayton. 
Mrs. McCoy had written this brother only the week 
before, asking him to come and see her, and he replied 
by a telegram that he would come on the following 
Monday. 

He came, but was one hour too late to see his sister. 
She was dead, and the wagon bearing her remains to 
the Morgue was rattling off in one direction as he was 
approaching the house from the other side.

IKE WEIR KNOCKED OUT BY BILLY MURPHY. 


(SUBJKCT OF ILLUSTRATION. } 

The international battie with gloves for a purse of $1,250, the 
**Police Gazette” champion belt and the feather-weight cham- 
Pionship of the world was decided at the California Athletic 
Club on Jan. 13. The principals were Ike Weir. the Belfast Spi- 
der and the holder of the ** Police Gazette” champion belt, and 
Billy Murphy the feather-weight champtst of Australia. Ever 
since the match was ratified and [ke Weir arrived on the Pacifie 
Coast and it was known that the battle woyld take place, there 
has been heavy speculation on the result and Weir became a 
heavy favorite, owing to the long and protracted battles he had 
fought with Jack Havelin, Tommy Warren and Frank Murphy, 
while Murphy had defeated Johnny T. Griffen of Boston, and 
failed to defeat the English champion, Frank Murphy. 

About 2,000 persons witnessed the battie. The Australian 
weighed 118% pounds, while Weir weighed 124% pounds, having 
six pounds the aivantage in weight. 

W.H. Masterson, better known as Batt Masterson, who was 
Jake Kilrain's uupire when the latter fought John L. Sullivan 
for $20,000 and the ** Police Gazette” champion belt and cham- 
pionship of the world, and Ed Stulth of Denver, Col., the weil 
known puzilist. seconded Weir. . Jimmy Murphys, Billy’s broth. 
er, also a well-known puyilist, and Matt Riordan seconded Mur- 
phy. Hiram Cook wus refereo. After the preliminaries had 
been arranged the men entered the ring, the referee and judges 
selected their positions and the battle began, the betting being 
100 to 80 on the Australian, with numerous takers. 

In the first round the fighting was territic, the Australian 
making Weir's body his target, while the latter delivered 
straight left-hand blows and terrific right-hand upper-cuts. 
The round ended with Weir slipping down just as the three 
minutes (the ttme exch round was to be lmited to) expired. 

In the second round the Australian gained éret blood, but the 
agile Belfast Spider gained satisfaction by delivering several 
terrific upper-cugs on Murphy’s jaw. Desperate fighting fol- 
lowed and Weir had decidedly the best of the battle. 

The third rownd was a desperate one and the men fought 
like demons. 

In the fourth round Weir displayed great generalship and his 
tactics met with loud applause. 

In the fifth round Weir was looked upon as a sure winner and 
he was made the favorite in the betting. 

The Australiag forced. the fighting in the sixth round, and it 
was whispered that Weir's right hand had “gone up.” 

In the seventh round Weir outfought the Australian, and both 
received hexvy punishment. 

Murphy rushed matters in the eighth round and led repeated- 
ly for Weir's neck. The Spider stepped aside handily and es- 
caped with but slight damage, finally retaliating with a hot 
right-hander, which landed on the Australian’s neck with such 
force as to send him spinning half way across the ring. 

In the ninth round Weir showed his skill at leading and get- 
ting away, and several times succeeded In landing on his adver- 
eary’s neck and wind without return. 

The tenth round was characterized by the Spider's clever 





. ducking of Mury hy’s -vielous right-hand swings for a knock-out. 


The conclusion of the round found Murphy fighting cautiously 
and apparently the most winded of thétwo. Both men fought 
fast and rapid. 

In the eleventh round Murphy attempted to rush, but the 
Spider easily held him at a distance and landed with telling 
effect on the Australian’s neck and face, and # hot right-hander 
in the ear seemed to stagger him. It was faifowed by a wicked 
left-handed Jab that cut his cheek under his lefteye. At the 
call of time he was-bleeding freely, but he was still strong. 

The twelfth round was marked by frequent and hard ex- 
changes in favor of Weir, whose left-handed jabs left— Murphy’s 
face constantly streaming with blood. Nevertheless he came up 
fresh and strong for the thirteenth round. 

The thirteenth round was one of the greatest surprises ever 
seen in the club rooms. Murphy came up almost hopeless, but 
fought fiercely. He landéd a right-hander on Weir's head that 
staggered him,and in a minute was upon him, swinging and 
uppercutting with his right hand, sending the Spider down 
eight times in rapid succession. Twice the latter was nearly 
counted out, but rose within the last second, and with a courage 
born of desperation, planted his right feebly on Murphy's ear 
only to go down. 

In the fourteenth ronnd both men, though apvarently too 
grogzy to stand, came promptly up for the last round. It wasa 
short one. Murphy again led and Weir countered, and in a sec- 
ond received another blow that sent him down and decided his 
fate. He writhed in agony for ten seconds, and when he rose at 
the call of time he was holding his wrist painfully with his left, 
claiming to have broken it. Murphy, though showing more 
signs of punishment than Weir and though at one time almost 
knocked out, freshened wonderfully in the Jast and Jumped 
lightly from the ring at the end of the fight. 


A LIVELY COCKING MAIN ON LONG ISLAND. 


Acocking main was fought on Long Island on Jan. 18, with 
New York club men as handlers. The event was the outcome of 
a bet that a couple of them had made in Delmonico’s a week 
previous. Each agreed to show a dozen birds and to bet $250 on 
the main and $50 on each battle. The wageronthe main was 
subsequently increased to $500. The first battle was between a 
black and red and a pyle of 4 pounds 4ounces. A well-known 
athlete handled the former, and a boxer who was known several 
years ago as the bestin his class was behind the other chalk 
line. This battle was short but vicious. The pyle gave a spring 
and darted his steel through the black and red's neck as a 
tailor sews on trousers, and the ex-boxer scooped in the cash on 
the event. 

There were seven more battles that lasted from 6 to 25 min- 
utes each, and on each those ten men bet from $100 to $500. Such 
betting among a party of the number was never seen before at a 
cock fight. It was. “I'll go $25 on the brown!" or ‘$50 to $40 
on that hackle!” all tho time. But the way in which the birds were 
handled made the fun. Italways took from 45 minutes to 
an hour to cut down and heel, and the manner in which this 
work was done was laughable in one way, #ut sad in another. 
The poor birds must have suffered over the clumsy cutting and 
tight lacing ofthe spurs. The sports didn’t care; they were out 
for amusement. 

In the weighing the biggest growls weregspafd when a trifling 
difference of half a pound was palpable. Any experienced 
handler 1s always ready to give away any weight from a six- 
teenth to an eighth of a pound under certain conditions, and 
these chaps thought that they should have something to give 
away or take to. They carried out their demands. When it 
came to breasting, neither man had the faintest idea as to the 
cleverness of the act, and the birds were pushed at each other 
as though they were street cars off thé track. Shoving a bird 
under the other's breast was a common occurrence, although 
even ordinary amateurs know that shoving: don’t go, or if it 
should, by some oversight of the referee, the fowl’s head should 
be kept high. 

So it went, until eight battles had been fonght. At the end of 
that time the athlete had six battles to the boxer's two, and the 
latter gaveitup. He didn’t want to, but s-get to be late in the 
evening and some of the boys had parties to attend in the city, 
so the main went against the boxer. with the latter's hesitating 
consent and a challenge to do it all over again at some future 
time, which was sharply accepted by the athlete. 

There had been plenty of refreshments of both liqnid and 
selid n. ture between the battles, and as the intermissions ad- 
mitted of plenty of time to partake, nothing in that way was 
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lacking, The boys didn’t havo time, though, in the absence 
of fighting, to do much in the way of bantering. Most of the 
spaces were occupied in betting or “‘refreshing.”’ As they wero 
coming home on a Long Istend Railroad train one of the party 
remarked: “If the A. A. U. gets on to you boys who belong to it 
you'll all be disqualified as professionals."’ 

“Oh! don’t worry about that,” rejoined the athlete handler, 

‘this was only an amateur cock fight.” 


THE VARUNA BOAT CLUB’S FESTIVAL. 


The boxing championships of the Varuna Boat Club, of Brook - 
lyn, was a success, both as far as the competitions were con- 
cerned and the attendance. The winners of the preliminary 
bouts at the Palace Rink appeared at the Academy of Music, 
Brooklyn, on January 16, and contended for the respective 
championships and the prizes. The only disappointment was 
the inability of William Ronkey to meet Pat Cahill in the heavy- 
weight competition, owing to the fact that he injured his hand 
in a bout with the Bridge Athletic Club champion, McAuliffe, 
and this was no imposition, fur Ronkey was on hand and dis- 
played to the audience his injured hand, which was contused 
and swollen. After it was found that Ronkey would not bs able 
to meet Cahill efforts were made to secure several well-known 
amateur middle-weights, but without success. 

The competitions opened with the bantam class, and the first 
pair to don the * Police Gazette” standard champion boxing 
gloves were James Ross, of the N. J. Athletic Club, and George 
F. Sloane, ot the Bridge Athletic Club. e 

They made a rattling set-to, and the referee ordered an extra 
round of two minutes and then the judges failed to decide upon 
the victor, when the referee declared that Sloane had won. In 
the second bout of this, the 105-pound, class, Wiliiam Horohon, 
of the Bridge Athletic Club. defeated Mike Bent, of the Union 


A.C. Inthe final bout of the 10§-pound class there was a slash- 


ing go. between George F. Sloane and Wm. Horohon, and the 
latter cleverly demonstrated his superiority and was declared 
the winner. 

In the preliminary bout of the 125-pound special class, P. F. 
Trolan. Manhattan A. C.. met M. McTiernan of tho Down-Town 
A.C. Trolan was decidedly the cleverer man, and was finally 
declared the vietor. 

In the same class J.C. Narom of the Union A.C. and Tom 
Lloyd of the Greenpoint A. C. then came together. Both contest- 
ants demonstrated great science, and thero was no advantage 
gained by either at the end of the third round, when the referco 
ordered another. Lloyd then did the most effective straight 
hitting. but the Judges disagreed and the referee gave his do- 
cision in favor of Narom. 

The final bout in the 125-pound class saw J. C. Narom meeting 
Trolan for the trophy. Trolan had the best of the early part 
of the round, but Narom came back with somo straight left- 
hand punéhes that worried the Manhattan man. In the sec- 
ond Trolan cut out the work again and had Narom on the 
ropes and almost out when the referee interceded and made 
them take the centre of the ring. This gave Narom achance 
to recover, and as time was called a moment later he was in 
pretty good shape at the opening of the third round. Trolan 
hit low when they came together and Nuarom retaliated by a 
smash on the ear. From that time on, though, Trolan was the 
only one in it and was adjudged the victor. 

The final bout in the 115-pound class brought out Wm. Kenny 
of the New Jersey A. C., the champion, and James Brown of 
the West Side A. C. of New York, last year’s 115 pound cham- 
pion. This bout had long been looked forward to with inter- 
est. The early part of the round was taken up in sparring, but 
two or three rallies took up the latter part of it, Kenny doing 
nearly all the leading, although Brown got home a hard right- 
hander on the jaw. There was considerable clinching in the 
second and both were ordered to fight fair and break at the 
referee's cull. Just before the call of time they went at each 
other and fought like a pair of gamecocks, and some savage 
work was done. Brown had Just begun to fight when, in a hot 
rally and clinch, Kenny was thrown to the floor, and the referee 
stopped the bout and declared Kenny the victor. 

The final In the 145-pound class was between J. Hannon of the 
Bridge A. C. and James Mullen of the Lexington A. C. They 
made a good set-to, and things were even, both men doing good 
work, At one time Hannon had his man on thé ropes and was 
hammering away for dear life, When the referree ordered them 
to the centre of the ring. The second round was marked by hard 
and straight hitting on both sides, a left hander on the chin by 
Mullen and a right-hand blow on the throat by Hannon being 
the features. They shook hands gooud-naturedly at the call of 
time for the final round. Things were femarkably even until 
the end of the 2 minutes, when Mullen landed a straight right- 
hander full on Hannon’s nose, and the latter went down. He 
knew nothing for a few seconds, but shook hands with his con- 
queror. 

The final in the 145-pound css brought James Mullen, of the 
West End A. C. of Newark, and P. J. Kelly, of the West Side A. C. 
Kelly stood away over his man, but Mullen was there every time, 
It looked like a set-to between a shanghai anda bantam. Mul, 
len forced the work in the second, but Kelly’s long arms worked 
like windmills whenever they vot in close quarters. Mullen did 
all the leading, and landed two or three times on the face at the 
close of the round, dodging cleverly to throw Kelly off his guard.

BILLY MYER AND HARRY GILMORE. 


The long pending glove fight between Harry Gilmore, the 
light-waight champion of Canada, and Billy Myer, cf Streator, 
Ill., which had been attracting considerable interest in the West. 
ended in a very unsatisfactory manner; but it was no fault of 
either of the pigilists. The men met in the ring at Battery B. 
Chicago, IL, on January 13, to fight according to “Police Gazette” 
rules, with gloves, fora purse and ashare of the gate money. 
Owing to the fact that both puytlists had met twice in the ring 
there was considerable speculation as to the result; Myer, nav- 
ing twice defeated the Canadian light-weight champion, being 
made the favorite. Gilmore, however, had plenty of supporters. 
Myer had specially trained for the mill, while the Canadian 
champion had also gone through a special preparation and was 
confident he would win. To prevent any interference by the 
police the men agreed to wear six-ounce gloves, and when this 
was made known it gave general dissatisfaction among those 
who had backed Myer to stop Gilmore in the six rounds, which 

ber the testants were to fight. 

About six thousard spectators paid $1 and $2 respectively to 
witness the mill, and they were well paid while the contest 
lasted, for both men fought with great desperation in the first 
three rounds, and Myer’s left did capital execution, making a 
lively fight. 

In the fourth round Gilmore forced the fighting and delivered 
straight left handers and upper cuts continually on Myer, but 
they were of little avail, as Myer was not injured by the blows, 
owing to the big gloves used. 

In the fifth round Myer tried repeatedly to_land an upper-cut 
with his right on Gilmore's jaw, but the Canadian was wary, 
and countered nearly every blow Myer made. On went the 
battle, both men fighting furiously, when suddenly the police 
entered the hall, headed by Capt. Fitzgerald. They at once 
mounted the stage and, while the men were closed and in-fight- 
ing desperately, Capt. Fitzgerald stepped in between them and 
ordered them to desist. 

Myer was eager to continue, but the police were in charge of 
the stage and ordered the spectators to leave, much to their dis- 
gust. 
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The new athletic club, known as the ‘‘Gladstone,”’ 
at Providence, R. I., opened with a first-class boxing entertain- 
ment on Jan. 7, and about 800 sporting men, the majority being 
members, attended. Sam Ash, the colored feather-weight of 
Boston, and Martin Flaherty, of Lowell, boxed 19 rounds. Inthe 
first 6 rounds the fighting was so terrific and the principals so 
badly punished that both would have liked to have had a stop- 
over ticket, The last 4rounds were very tame and the battle 
ended in a draw.

for a purse of $1,800. This battle Is to be fought in the Céllfor- 
nia Athletic Club. and it is expected that nearly 5,000 spectators 
will witness the battle. 


Dempsey is alroady i witha fayorite, wate to 
his reputation, and although George Le Blanche defeated Him In 
a fair. hand-to-hand strugule for $5,500, the largest sum ever 
offered for two middle-weights to contend for, still the masbes of 
sporting men beliéve he {fs the same Jack Dempsey he was when 
he defeated Jack Fogarty, and do not believe the reports that he 
is suffering from ill-health and not able to battle as he dia three 
years ago. 


Dempsey’s defeat iw Le Wasake may have Cee 
his eyes, as John L. Sullivan’s were opened when he triéd to 
knock Chartey Mitchell out in France and failed to do so, Demp- 
eey did not believe Le Blanche would be able to hit as hard ur to

**Billy McCarthy, Australia’s middle-weight cham- 
pion, is indebted to nature for a good make-up. His countenance 
is manly and open, pubsessing a sharp and penetrating eye that 
almost looks through the object in front of him, which gives an- 
imation to his face. His form is athietic and commanding, and 
denotes uncommon strength, bottom and courage. Hestands & 
feet 644 inches in height and fights at the middle-weight limit. 
164 pounds. In Australia his talents as a pugilist gained him 
many admirers and « host of patrons: but his good temper, gen 
erosity of disposition and gentleness of manners insured him 
numerous backers. He is intelligent, communicative and not by 
any means destitute of wit. Fear forms nv part of his composi- 
tion, and his confidence in his pugilistic ability is innate; and 
neither the size nor strength of his antagonist deterred him, 
while in Australia, any more than a thoroughbred bulldog would 
calculate the bulk of an unwieldy bovine.” 
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McCarthy’s only battle in this country was with 
Denny Kelleher. of Boston, a tall, powertul and muscular mid- 
dle-weight, whose name has been frequently inscribed in prize 
ring chronology. The battle was fousxht on Nov. 20, 1889, for a 
Purse of $1,800, $300 going to the loser. Twenty-one rounds 
were fought in 1 hour 23 minutes, when the Australian was de- 
clared the victor.

In this conflict McCarthy proved himself a steady, 
scientific fighter; there was nothing hurried in his manner, and 
he used the mainstay of the Al pugilist—the left hand—with 
celerity and decision. He showed himself a superior, up-hill 
boxer. Hetock the lead and kept it, supported not only by 
length and strencth, and was far the best fighter. His position 
was so formidable, and his mode of setting-to so different from 
that of pugilists in general, that Kelleher could not get at him 
with anything like satety to make a hit. It was singular to ob- 
serve the severity of his blows and the punishment he adminis- 


tered to hi nent.

McCarthy was completely at home throughout the 
battle, although he was under cover—or did not show his true 
fighting form. His judgment was excellent in perceiving when 
his antagonist was exhausted and in going in promptly to finish 
him. 


Jimmy Murphy, me sadiasaten light-weight, who 
recently arrived in San Francisco, is not the cracker-Jack many 
supposed him to be. Recently, at San Jose, he fought Tommy 
Jones for a purse of $550, of which $100 was to go to the loser, 
and both men had to weigh 137 pounds. At the time of weigh- 
ing Murphy was 3% pounds over weight, and Jones claimed for- 
feit, which he was entitled to; but the directors of the San Jose 
Athletic Club, strange to say, objected to allowing the Austral- 


jan to forfeit. .

I should judge that the club must have had some 
special rule adopted to suit the occasion, for if Jones and Murphy 
each put up a forteit as a guarantee to meet in the San Jose 
Athletic Club on a stipulated date and weigh in at 127 pounds 
before entering the ring, and either fxiled to carry out the con- 
ditions, the party doing so must torfeit. Murphy. by being over 
weight, forfeited all claim to the purse, and ifthe directors of 
the San Jose Club had acted fair in their rulings Jones should 
have been awarded the — which a claimed without avail. .

In the eleventh round to the sur- 
prise of those who had backed the Australian and looked upon 
him as a sure winner, Jones fought Murphy all over the ring and 
knocked him down. Murphy jumped up and renewed the fight- 
ing. when Joges landed a straight lett-nander gn the jaw. again 
knocking the Australiap dowp.

Australian’s smeller, sending the ruby flying, and knocking the 
Australien ander tho ropes, where he lay quivering, bleeding 
and unconscious. The Australian was completely knocked out, 
and Jones was declared the winner, to the disgust of Jimmy 
Murphy’s brother Billy and Denny Costello, who seconded him.

TWO HUNDRED AND TWELVE ROUNDS FOUGHT. 


The POLICE GAZETTE correspondent at the South African dia- 
mond fields sends particulars of the desperate prize fight of $13 
rounds under London prize ring rules between Barney Malone 
and Johnny Silberbauer fur £400 and the championship, Griqua- 

-land, West South Africa. The battle was fought at Barney 
Martin’s on the Beshof Road, Free State. Great interest.was 
manifested, and hundreds of pounds were wagered on the result 
independent of the stakes. The fight continued with frequent 
interruptions until round 202, when Barney, after giving Silber 
bauer a blow with his right in the face, brought his left into play 
on the ribs and sent his opponent to the ground, where when he 
was lying on his but'ock and hands, Malone followed up the 
punishment by giving the fallen man two dabs in the face, which 
was & pretty ruby object at the time. Still the ight proceeded, 
but seven rounds later Siiverbauer appeared to have fallen on — 
his knees, when Malone again struck him. 

In round 212 the Pan man had been good humoredly receiving 
i nother hot instalment of gruel from Malone, when, In attempt- 
ing to duck out of danger, he slipped and fell headlong, looking 
at the earth face downwards on his hands and knee, and as he 
did so Barney fo)lowed up the fun he had been having by giving 
Silberbauer a kind of upper-cut on the back of the head. This 
time the Pan man’s supporters d ded a “foul.” “Time” was 
called and Malone stepped to the scratch, but Silberbauer was 
too closely beset to get ont, whereupon Malone s second and 
backers claimed the fight, and amid a scene of wild confusion, 
recriminnations and shouts of triumph mingled with groans of 
dissent, the principals left, attended by their respective friends, 
and the crowd gradually dispersed and made its way back to 
town.
